ADJUSTED LOSS
WITHOUT TROUBLE
Scht;o‘l Trustees Agreed That They
Would Actept Approxihiately
£8,500 on Burned Building

There was lttle difficulty expgrl-

rnced in the adjusting of the loss on
the burned rchool bullding and the
school board yesterday announced that
the fire insurance adjusters had of-
fered Lo settie the clalms for approxi-
mately $8,500, This olfer seems to
maet with the approval of the school
hoerd and will probahly be accepted
by that body.

There wasa really but little chance
for any misunderstanding to occur in
this matter, but quite frequently there
are many disagreements with ingur-
ance campanies concerning ‘claims a;mnl
it will therefore be a relief o Ander-
ron people to know that this claim
will be pald. The sum agreed upon is
very enuitable, since the building cost
about $11,000 and it i3 certain thut all
of the insurance money will he re-
quiread to put the bullding back in
firat class shape.

Although the trustees have made no
definite statement In regard to the
matter It s underatopd that two mare
rooms are to be added Lg the bulld-
lng, making it more commodious and
‘more comfortable. It Iz planned to
begin work as soon as pussible and
Superintendent McCants says that it
should be completed and ready for use
by September 1st.

MALIEIOUS REPOATS
ON HEW REGULATIONS

VOTERS DO NOT UNDER-
STAND REQUIREMENTS

NOT SO STRINGENT

Some Politicians Would Lead Peo-
pel to Believe Voters Have
Bzeen Robbed of Suffrage

Unfortunately there are many peo-
ple In South Carolina ready and will-
L to seize apon any opportunity to
hipose upon the eredullty of the pub-
lie. Thiz hos been the case several
times sinee the new rules were adopt-
e at the state democratic convention,
held in Columbia on ay 20 and some
Aunderson connty politicians huve been
able to persmude the voters that the
convention in Columbia took away

from the poor man his right of suf-
frige.

Not many days ago a man was heard
tulkine ‘o a large crowd in a publie
place, during the course of which the
spritker informed his hearers that un-
less they had 40 acres of land, two
mules, could read and write anid eould
show a number of other gualifications
that the could not vote. Unfortunately
for these hearers, several of them be-
Heverd what the man sald and even
now think that they cannot vole.
There were no such regulations in-
troduced into the party at Columbla
convention and there will be no such
requirements at the polls when the
election comes, There has been but
little change in'the primary and these
changes will do nothing to harin any
honest voter, The man wanting to
vote more than onece or to sell his
vote and Influence to the highest bid-
der is the man llkely to wail the loud-
esl and longest about the new regu-
lalions.

For the bhenefit of those unfamiliar
with the recent changes, the most im-
portant parts are condensed and re-
produced as follows:

The new rules provide that each ap-
plicant for enrollment shall sign his
full name in the enrollment hoolk.
giving hie age, occupation and address.
Applicants who caonnot write will
make a mark which will be witnessed
by the seccretary or such other per-
son who may then have the enroll-
ment book In charge.

The enrollment books are uniform
throughout the state except those
used in the city of Charleeton, special
provision belng made in. the rules for
forms to be used in that city.

The county chalrman will give no-
tice of the opening of. the books,
showing the names of the clubs, the
boundaries of the club district where
the clubs are in cities or Lowns or ad-
Jacent thereto, ond names of the sec-
reteries, where the books are to be
opened and such other information as
‘he county chairman may seea fit to
give.

‘I'ue enroilment books will be kepi
in the custody of the secretary of each
club or at such place as shall he desig-
nated by the enrollment committee,
sold enrollment committee  having
been appointed on the first Monday in
June by the county committee.
